To determine the number of Representatives the 
town will choose the present year. | 

4th. To choose one or more Representatives to repre- 
sent the town in the General Court to be holden at Con- 
cord on the first Wednesday of June next. 

5th. To choose a High School Committee for the 
Stevens High School for the year ensuing. 

6th. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 

7th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of schools the present year. 

8th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the repair of highways and bridges the ensuing 
ont and determine whether it be paid in labor or money. 


9th. To raise by vote the necessar ry amount of money 
to defray the legal expenses of the town the ensuing year. 
10th. To see what sum of money the Fee will vote to 


raise to pay.debts of the town. 

llth. To see wht: ey of money, the toma will vote to 
pay Engine Men. 725 i. 

12th. To determine saeeimthie wattool money shall He 
divided among the several school districts of the town the 
ensuing year. 


13th. To see what sum of money tne town will vote to 
raise for the support of street lights the ensuing year. 

14th. To determine by vote the rate of discount, if 
any, the town will allow to persons paying their taxes 
within such periods as the town may limit, in accordance 
with Section 17, Chapter 54, General Statutes. 

15th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 

raise for the support of the Claremont Cornet Band for 

the ensuing year. 

16th. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Se- 
lectmen to convey the water from the spring purchased of 
Edward Ainsworth to the new cemetery, and appropriate 
money therefor. 

17th.. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
seventy-five dollars for the purpose of decorating the 
graves of our fallen soldiers. 


18th. To: see what sum of money the town will raise. 
and appropriate for the Fiske Free Library. 

19th. To see if the town will provide a suitable room 
or building in which to keep the Fiske Free Library, and 
raise and appropriate money therefor. 

20th. To see if the town will repair the High School 
building, and what sum of money raise and appropriate 
therefor. 

21st. ‘To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the support of Stevens High School. 

22d. To see if the town will vote to accept the resigna- 
tion of Samuel P. Fiske as one of the Trustees of the - 
Stevens High School Fund. 

23d. ‘To fill any vacancies in the Board of Trustees of 
the Stevens High School Fund. 

24th. To see if the town will vote to reimburse the 
Committee on removal of the Courts for expenses incurred 
by them in that matter, j 
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25th. To see if the town will abolish the school dis- 
tricts therein, agreeably to ‘‘An act enabling towns to 
abolish school districts in certain cases,” passed June 
session, 1870, and approved Jaly 2d, 1870. 

26th. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Se- 
jJectmen to bnild a reservoir at some point on Hanover 
Street to be determined by the Selectmen and Engineers.

Chief Engineer’s Report. 


As Chief Engineer of the Fire Department, I respectfully 
submit the following Report for the year ending March, 
1874 : 

The services of the department have been called into 
requisition five times during the past year—once at the 
Sash and Blind Shop, two different times at the Sugar 
River Paper Mill, once at J. W. Deane’s; and onee at the 
burning of a stump fence at lower village. 

The Engine Companies deserve much credit for prompt- 
ness in getting their machines in working order and, also, 
for the manner in which they conducted themselves while 
at the fire. 

There has been added to the department during the 
last year, a good Hook and Ladder Company of twenty 
well-drilled men, well fitted out with ladders, fire buckets, 
etc., which is a valuable addition to the Fire Department. 
They have performed good service and without pay, and 
I would respectfully reeommend that they have the same 
pay as other firemen, in the future. The department is 
supplied with good engines and plenty of hose, all of 
which are in good order. 

There have been two new reservoirs built during the 
past year, and built in the most thorough manner,—one 
on Pleasant Street and one on Central Street,—and two of 
the old ones thoroughly repaired. I would recommend 
the building of one near Hanover Street, during the com-
